SBA Offers Disaster ___ 

On April 11, 1978, 102 Texas coun¬ 
ties were declared as disaster areas by 
A. Vernon Weaver, Administrator of 
the Small Business Administration. 

Most counties were declared because 
of extreme drought conditions, but 
other reasons include hail, high winds, 
and excessive rainfall 

A disaster declaration automatically 
activates SBA'a Farm Disaster Loan 
Program. Farmers and ranchers in 
the declared counties and the 82 adja¬ 
cent counties who were adversely af¬ 
fected by these disaster conditions 
may be eligible for low-interest SBA 
loans. These loans are available for 
losses not already covered by insur¬ 
ance pr 4 S08 duseier or. deficiency 
payments, 

The following formula Is used by 
SBA in calculating tho amount of elig¬ 
ible loss on crop damage: Acres 
Planted x Established Normal Yield x 
Percentage of Loss x Market Price — 

Recovery equals Eligible Loss.
